Response to Arguments 

1. The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103 have been overcome by the amendment 
filed 9/19/2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4-7, 11-14, and 16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Yoshimura et al. 
report the closest art (WO20051 13501, published December 1, 2005, cited in previous office 
action). In this reference, compounds of paragraph 0012 directly read on the formulae depicted 
in claims 4, 5, and 11, but fail to antedate the priority date because the reference has no 1 02(e) 
date. Hence, claims 4, 5, and 1 1 contain subject matter for which there is not seen prior art 
upon which to base a rejection.
